of all animals tend to revert to the ances- 
tral type. "Thus," said he, "in a group'of 
closely allied species of birds— where s,oine 
of the species ore solidly colored aud some 
have mottled plumage and spotted breasts 
— the young Of the solidly colored species 
are often conspicuously mottled and spot- 
ted. This is notably the case with the 
thrushes, especially in the case of our rob- 
in. So among mammals tho young of 
many species exhibit markings quite dif- 
ferent from theu: parents. Lion cubs, for 
example, show spots which ally them to 
the leopards and their kind. 


"Tho human infant presents many sim- 


ian features, which, though shocking to 
the fond parent, point nevertheless toward 
a common anthropoid ancestry. Among 
the most icuiarkable of these evanescent 
characteristics are the pluntur furrows or 
creases on the sole of the foot ID new bora 
babies, which, as Dr. Louis Robinson 1ms 
pointed out, present a striking similarity 
to the creases on the foot of the ape. Dr. 
Robinson has also shown that not only the 
plantar f uirow, but also ths great mobility 
of the toes, in young babies must have had 
their origin in an arboreal ancestor possess- 
ing a prehensible foot The disproportion- 
ate strength of grip in the hand of a young 
baby and the tendency which it shows to 
cling to things further support tho theory 
of an arboreal life on the part of man's

Spain Has Many Pensioners nod Suffer* 


AUo Froii) Absenteeism. 


With such a gun aud such a soil, why 


should Spain be poor? Her land is rich 
with minerals. Her climate is all that 
vegetation requires to bo fruitful. This is 
mostly true of Italy and Ireland, too, apd 
the cauipe of the poydfty of these three 
countries 10 the same. The land Is the 
property of a few nobles, whose only care 
aslandloids Jw to extract from Jt enough 
money to enable them to maintain their 
rank and live at ease at the court. The 
tenants know that all they put into tho 
soil only goes to enrich their landlords, 
find so, taking example from them, they 
lead a careless life, save nothing and make 
no effort to Increase the productiveness of 
their land. 


But it is not to these facts that the in- 


solvency of Spain is due. The peoplo pay 
enough taxes to keep tho national finances 
in « sound condition were it not that a 
large pioportlon of the monpy finds its 
way Into tho pockots of parasites, crea- 
tures of the ministry. There are thousands 
of needless pensioners, who keep the treas- 
ury low. 


Here is an instance of the way the peo- 


ple's money is jspent In pensions. It ap- 
peared in the Madrid newspapers, apropos 
of the marriage of the pensioner, now an 
old nian. Many years ago, when Queen 
Isul-ella vvos on the throne, this nobleman 
occupied for one hour only the office of 
minister of the interior. Ha had been 
elected to the cortes, and his father was a 
friend of the leader of the opposition, who 
had at that moment just been intrusted 
with tho f01 motion of a ministry. In thie 
ta«k the pew premier encountered diffi- 
culty 
Few deputies would consent to 


serve. At last, Tiowever, he succeeded in 
filling all the j osts but one, the ministry 
of the interior 
Three hours "before tho 


newly appointed ministers were to wait 
upon tho queen the young hidalgo called 
on the new prime minister and presented 
a letter of Introduction from his father, 
and then without hesitation the premier 
asked the new deputy, "Will you be min- 
ister of tho interior?" 


Tho young nobleman started in aston- 


ishment, evidently doubting the question- 
er's sanity. But ho was reassured, and "be- 
fore he left the house he had accepted the 
ofijce. Tho hidalgo had just time to drive 
to a tailor's and obtain areadymade court 
dress in which to be presented to tho 
queen, and then, within an hour, ho en- 
tered the cortes u cabinet minister. His 
appointment was Immediately condemned 
by a vote of the cortes, and within an hour 
ho was dismissed from office. 
In disgust 


he resigned his seat in the cortes, and has 
never since taken any part In political af- 
fairs But an ex-cabinet minister In Spain 
Is entitled to a pension of 86,000 pesetas'a 
year, and this pension the minister of an 
hour has drawn regularly ever since.— 
New York Press

Humbert's Realm. 


In every home and cottage in Italy the 


preserving of tomatoes is carried on. Tor' 
races, balconies and even tho flat roofs ot 
the houses are half covered with platea 
containing the deep red substance. After 
gathering, the tomatoes intended for pre- 
serving aro spread out for some hours in 
the sun till the skin has somewhat shrunk. 
They are then passed through a sieve so 
that they may be freed from both seeds and 
ski us. As they contain a large proportion 
of water, tho substance which bus been 
passed through the sieve must be hung iu 
bags, from which the water exudes, und 
soon u pool of dirty looking water is form- 
ed beneath each bug. Strange to say, it is 
in no way tinged with red. 


Tho mixture which remains in the bags 


has the consistency of a very thick paste. 
It is then salted, tho proportion being a 
little less than one ounce of salt to a pound 
of preserve. The process now requires that 
It shall be spread on flat plates, exposed to 
tho sun and stirred from time to time 
with a wooden spoon, so that the upper 
part may not form a crust, while under- 
neath it remains soft. It is a picturesque 
sight when the women aro to be seen flit- 
ting about on the roofs and terraces, at- 
tending to the deep red preserve^ theii; col- 
ored handkerchiefs flung on their beads to 
screen them from the rays of the burning 
mm when it is at its fiercest. In the even- 
ing the contents of tho various plates are 
taken in and stirred up together, for if 
moistened by the night dew tho whole 
would be spoiled. After being exposed to 
the sun for seven or eight days, the same 
process being repeated each day, tho pre- 
serve is finished and placed in jars for win- 
ter use 


Though it is used by all classes of per- 


sons, it is more necessary to the poor than 
to tho rich, for tho latter onn mako use of 
the fresh tomatoes preserved in tins. To- 
matoes m«(y be tinned whole, as we know 
from those usually Imported Into England 
from America. But in Italy the fruit is 
usually prissed through a sieve, tho pulp 
being then placed in tins, which aro Im- 
mediately soldered down and then put In 
boiling water for five initiutch-. The cost 
of a small tin is half u franc, so It is, as a 
rule, beyond tho means of the poor.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.

Sleep. 


Tho composure of mind which It is do- 


fllrablo to BOCUTO as a harbinger of sleep Is 
promoted by allowing time, before retir- 
ing to rest, for tho subsidences of all oil- 
forced mental activity. There should be at 
least an hour's interval between work, no 
matter what it may be, and sleep, for if 
work be pushed up to the Inst moment, 
sleep will be driven away, or will be, in its 
first and most precious stages, broken and 
unrefreshiiig. 
To turn resolutely from 


work at a fixed hour and plunge for a lit- 
tle tiiuo into a novel or a newspaper, a 
game or music, will often make all the 
difference between a bad and a good 
night's rest. Position when Jn bed is a 
very important factor in the production of 
sleep. Englishmen traveling ou the conti- 
nent ore sometimes puzzled and distressed 
by insomnia, until they discover tbat their 
bodies, propped by enormous, square, pil- 
lows, are at a much greater angle to tho 
plane of tho bod than that In which they, 
are accustomed to repose at home. 


The substitution of a small pillow for 


the largo oue soon disposes of their wake- 
fulftess And so with children. The posi- 
tion in which they are placed when put to 
bed should bo carefully attended to, as 
nightly variations in this may at least 
pobtpone the advent of sloop, which ifl so 
essential to tho welfare of the' growing 
brains.

San Francisco, July i:t.—A. discovery 


of scientific faiteie^t and great commercial 
value has been made on the isl.md of Ha- 
waii. 
Immense subterranean streams 


of the purest water have been uncovered 
from 1,500 to 2.000 -feet above tlie sen 
level. The water will lie llunied down to 
the sugar plantations at lower elevations, 
affording an abundance for irrigation. 
Prom five subterranean streams topped 
within the past few weeks the Olaa plan- 
tation has secured a continuous flow of 
20.OOp.pOO gallon^ every 24 houih, more 
than enough to irrigate the plantation, 
which is the largest in the island.

There 
has been some comment recently regard- 
ing the virtual absence of progress by tho 
mmense army under command of Lord 
Roberts, but few could have_beeu found 
to believe- that the scattered Boers were 
able to inflict such a defeat so near Pie- 
oria. 


Instead of the surrender of all of the 


remaining Boers being imminent," as re- 
cent telegrams had hinted, it seems the:< 
jave been making a concerted attempt to 
surround or recapture Pretoiia. 


Lord Roberts reports to the war office, 


under date of, Pretoria, July lii, as fol- 
lows: 


"Tho enemy, having failed in their at- 


tack upon our right rear, as mentioned in 
my telegram of July 0, made a deter 
mined attack upon our right flank ye»ter 
lay and, I regret to say, succeeded in cap- 
firing Nitral's nek, which was garrisoned 
by a squadron of the Scots Grays, with 
two guns of a battery of the rojal artil- 
lery and five companies of the Lincoln- 
shire regiment. 


''The enemy attacked in superior num- 


bers at dawa and, seizing the hills com- 
manding the nek, brought a heavy fire to 
bear upon the small garrison. 


'Nitral's nek is about IS miles from 


here, near where the road crosses the 
Crocodile river. It was held by u< in or- 
der to maintain road and telegraphic com- 
munication with Kustcnburg. 


"The fighting lasted, more or less, 


throughout the day. aud immediately on 
receiving information early fhis inoining 
of the enemy's strength I dispatched re- 
enforcementt! from here under Colonel 
Godfrey of the King's Own Scottish Bor- 
derers. Before, however, they reached the 
spot the garrison had been overpoweicd, 
aud the guns> and a greater portion of the 
squadron of the <5rays had been captured 
o%\ iag to the horses being shot; also about 
00 nu-y of the Lincoln regiment. 


"A list of the casualties has not been 


received, but I fear they aie hea'sy.''
